REGIMENTS HELD ON BOARD SINCE WEDNESDAY MORNING. 


General Shafter’s Flagship Already at Sea and the Transports Were Following 
When the Order to Return in Haste Is 
Received. 


STORY OF HURRIED EMBARKATION IN THE EARLY DAWN AT TAMPA. 


Washington, D. C., June 10.—[Special.]— 
At last accounts the fleet of transports con- 
taining the army of invasion for Santiago 
was collected just outside of Tampa waiting 
for a proper escort, like a timid girl going 
home from her first ball. 

The stories of the phantom Spanish fleet, 
which no subordinate officers believe at all, 
seem to have had an undue influence on the 
President and his confidential advisers, with 
the result that it was determined the trans- 
porte should not even make the little jour-~- 
ney from Tampa to Key West without 
abundant protection. 

It was understood at the department today 
that Shafter’s army would get away from 
Tampa tonight, but there is no telling when 
they will get beyond Key West. 

The Navy department now has gathered 
between Key West and Tampa the gunboats 
Castine, Annapolis, Detroit, Eagle, Machias, 
Helena, Mayflower, and Hornet. It is under- 

stood these are to form the first convoy from 
Tampa and that they will be reinforced at 
Key West by the battleship Indiana and 
_ later on by some of the ships from Samp- 
‘pon’s fleet, which will meet them “s a speci- 
flied rendezvous. 

The War department declines a admit 
that it has received any reports from Gen- 
eral Shafter as to the troops to be taken with 
him, but from a source little short of official 
it was learned that he has on board ship now 
‘the following:

ARMY OF INVASION WAITING. 


‘Scenes in Tampa Bay When the Trans- 


ports Started for Cuba and Then 
Came Back. 


On Board the Olivette, with the Fleet of 
Transports in Tampa Bay Harbor, Thursday, 
June 9.—The army of invasion is today an 
army in waiting. After an auspicious start 
it was suddenly brought to a standstill by 
rumors of Spanish warships cruising in the 
course the transports would have to take. 
When the movement will commence again is 
not known.

But at 4 o’clock the tug Fearless came 
alongside and the Captain shouted to the 
mate of the Olivette: “The expedition has 
been abandoned.” 

This sent a cold shiver down the back of 
every man. It was an enormous wet blanket 
which rapidly enveloped the whole fleet. 
Naval officers began waving their Pwig- 
wag” flags, using the international code. 
An officer shortly afterward announced that 
the expedition was called off until further 
orders. The gunboat Castine. soon passed 
through the fleet at a swift gait to overtake 
the Helena and the two transports which had 
already passed out of the bay. Everybody 
in the fleet was sick at heart. They had 
waited so long, had suffered such hardships 
and inconveniencés, they felt the blow 
keenly. 

By 5 o’clock in the afternoon the entire 
fleet knew the expedition had been tem- 
Dorarily abandoned, and all the troops were 
notified they were to pass the night on board 
Ahe transports. 


On Shore Tuesday Night. 
The incidents én shore 
Were almost dramatic. Shortly after 7 
o‘clock there was a telegraphic call 
in’ the 
whfch sent an orderly hastily run- 
ning to bring General Miles to the in- 
strument. General Milés was notified while 
eating his dinner that Washington desired 


immediate communication with him. The. 


General abandoned his place at the table 
and walked rapidly to the office, | 

Here Captain Brady, the press censor, was 
waiting him. That the communication 
from. Washington was an important one 
was shown by the act of Captain Brady, who 
expelled the regular operators from the 
office and took charge of the wire himself. 

It was only a few seconds before General 
Shafter arrived. Then the telegraphing be- 
gan, with Generals Miles and Shafter sitting 
close to Captain Brady, as he handed them 
sheet after sheet of the yellow paper. As 
fast as telegrams were received, General 
Miles would answer them, frequently turn- 
ing to General Shafter and consulting with 
him. The heads of the two men were close 
together. They talked in whispers. They 
could be seen by guests of the hotel who 
passed the door of the office. 

General Miles finally turned to General 
Shafter and made some decisive remark. 
In the meantime Lieutenant Miley, first aid 
for General Shafter, had been summoned 
and General Shafter spoke a few words to 
him rapidly. 

Iieutenant Miley left the office on a run 
and seizing every orderly in sight sent them 
scurrying in all directions. 

Lieutenant Miley passed by a group of 
newspaper men. He stopped to give them 
just a word. ‘Go to Tampa, tonight, boys, 
if you have to walk,’’ he said. That was 
enough. The last train for the night had 
gone, but every correspondent began figur- 
ing on means of reaching the port by 6 a. 
m.—the announced sailing time. 


Starting for the Fleet. 


Presently the word was given, and a spe- 
cial train was ordered to back up at the 
hotel at 2:30 o’tlock in the morning for the 
use of General Shafter and his staff, the 
foreign attachés, and the newspaper corre- 
epondents. 

The scene in the cetuuitis of the hotel at 1 
o'clock in the morning bore no trace of 
levity. The wives of officers were there wait- 
ing to say a last good-by. Swollen eyelids 
told the story that many were parting from 
their loved ones with saddest forebodings, 
and yet the picture was probably as brilliant 
a@ one as has ever been seen in this country. 

The foreign attachés were there in full 
regalia. There was Colonel Bjornzen Hild- 
gaard of the Swedish and Norwegian lega- 
tion with his broad red stripes, showmg his 
rank of Captain, and the big chapeau, which 
made him look a foot taller than he is, with 
its spreading plumeand red feathers. There 
were Colonel Yermoloff of Russia, in his 
dark green uniform, Count Goetzen of Ger- 
many in his suit of khakee drill, Major G. 
Sheba, the Japanese representative, who 
bustled about like an American.

Kingston, Jensslen, June 10.—Havana from the sea 
is almost impregnable. Its fortifications have been and 
are being strengthened, work on them. being pushed al- 
most incessantly. | 

Havana is not starving and is not near it. There is 
enough food on hand to last for some time. 

There are 50,000 troops in the city apparently in 
good condition. The esprit de corps is excellent and 
the soldiers seem anxious for a fight. 

There is no yellow fever in Havana and the stories 


of an epidemic are not true. W HIGHAM.

»..pight from H, J. Whigham, its correspontient, is the first news 


direct from inside the City of Havana for some time that has 
not come from Spanish sources or has not been “ doctored ” by 
the Spanish censor. 

, _Mr. Whigham left Havana four days ago on H. M. S. 
Talbot, which was sent by the British government to take 
from that city a dozen English subjects. 

_ Mr. Whigham had been a prisoner in Cabanas Castle for a 
week, having been incarcerated with Mr. Robinson of the Lon- 
don Standard on suspicion of being aspy. Three weeks ago 
Mr. Whigham formed the idea of going to Havana, trusting to 
luck to be allowed to stay there, once within the city. He and 
Mr. Robinson landed two weeks ago today near Matanzas and 
walked into the city. They went to a hotel and for a few hours 
were not disturbed. Then the Spaniards became suspicious 
and they were placed under arrest. 

At first they were confined in a lacal prison, but in a few 
days were sent to Havana, where they were placed in Caba- 


nas. Mr. Whigham had his British passport and credentials © 


from two London papers, but they availed him nothing. Rep- 
resentations made to the British Foreign Office in London by 
his uncle, General Whigham, soon had effect, and on June 3 
British Consul Gollan made such a presentation of facts to 
General Blanco that he ordered the release of the correspond- 


ents. 


Mr. Whigham had three or four days of liberty in Havana 3 


before the Talbot arrived, and doubtless used them to good 
advantage.

Probably tomorrow 
“The Tribune” may be able to give its readers a detailedstory 
Rat ws Whigham telling just what is happening in Havana, 
LUXURIES ARE SCARCE IN HAVANA. 
(Special Cable to the New York World and The Chicago Tribune.) 
Kingston, Jamaica, June 10.—The British cruiser Talbot 
has arrived from Havana. It left that city on Tuesday with 


thirty-eight English refugees. Among them are ten women, — 


one of whom is a sister of the Red Cross society. The passen- 
gers report Havana quiet. The food is scarce, flour in partic- 
oe half the bakeries are closed. The others are only 
filling contracts. They expect to close ina few days. One 
bakery was besieged when it closed by a mob of 250 persons

Admiral Sampson Has Blazed 
the Way for a Land- 


Lieutenant Whitney’s report as to the 
number of Spanish troops in the island has 
led the President to believe that with a small 
number of regulars as a nucleus the volun- 
teers can be depended upon to capture San 
Juan, which is peculiarly well situated for a 
land movement. The capital of Puerto Rico 
lies on a narrow spit of land washed by the 
waves of the ocean itself, and the city would 
be directly under the guns of the fleet, so that 
when the forts were once silenced the inhab- 
Atants would have to choose between a bom- 
bardment and a surrender. It would not be 
necessary for the warships to enter the bay 
at all, and in fact It is much easier to destroy 
the city than it is to silence the fort on the 
northeast shore of the bay in the vicinity 

of the navy yard and arsenal. 

The necessity of getting the troops away 
from those sections of the South which are 
known to be favorite fields for yellow fever 
will in all probability result in hurried orders 

‘being sent to Fitzhugh Lee to get his troops 
aboard the transports at the earliest possible 
moment. 

Illinois Volunteers, 

In this movement it is believed that a large 
proportion of the Illinois volunteers will 
participate. 

Admiral Sampson has already received 
Specific orders as to the division of his fleet, 
80 as to leave a part of it at Santiago to sup- 
port the troops there, but to take the heavier 
ships to San Juan and reduce the fortifica- 
tions completely.

It Is Feared the Annexation of Hawaii 


THREE BUILDINGS 
STRUCK BY BOLTS 
OF LIGHTNING, 


County, Criminal Court, and 
Springer Structures Are Dam- 
aged During the Storm—Falling 
Debris Kills a Horse. | 


Lightning struck three buildings during 
the thunder storm that swept over the city 
early in the afternoon. No one was injured, 
though in one instance the falling bricks 
killed a horse. The buildings struck were: 

County Bullding; fifteen feet of stone cornice 
on the Clark street side torn off by the Bolt and 
second-story ledge damaged. 

Criminal Court Building; flagstaff shattered and 
inmates of the courtrooms alarmed. 

Warren Springer Building, 166 and 174 South 
Clinton street; chimney damaged and a horse 
killed by falling bricks. . . 

When the storm was at its height at 2 
o’clock a bolt struck the roof of the County 
Building. The current ran down the wall 
and tore away part of the stone ledge at the 
second story. A quantity of stone crashed 
to the ground, but injured no one. The em- 
ployés of the County Clerk’s office were 
thrown into a panic by the flash. : 

About the same time a bolt splintered the 
lofty flagstaff over the Criminal Court 
Building. The electric fluid followed tpe 
network of telephone and electric wires in 
the building and in each of the courtrooms 
there was a startling sputtering and crack- 
ing among the electric light lamps. The 
electrical disturbance in Judge Baker's 
courtroom was particularly lively. 

The big brick chimney in the rear of the 
Springer Building was also damaged. Sev- 
eral telephones in the building were affected 
and one man was shocked slightly. 


MEXICO EXPECTS TO BE LOSER

Mexico City, Mex., June 10.—President 
Diaz has been empowered by Congress to 
modify the existing railway concessions or 
grant new ones during Congress, terminat- 
ing*the middle of next September.

RUSSIAN REVERSAL IN ASIA. 


Turkestan Mussulmans Attack Mili- 
tary Post in Ferghana and Kill — 
| Twenty Soldiers. 


St. Petersburg, June 10.—The report of an 
unexpected attack by a thousand natives on 
a Russian post, garrisoned by 300 infantry, 
at Andijan, Ferghana Province, Turkestan, 
is confirmed. 

The uprising, in which twenfy soldiers 
were killed and as many more wounded, was 
of purely religious origin, and due to the 
fhtrigues of the Mussulman priesthood, who, 
extited by Turkey's victory over Greece, pro- 
moted the outbreak with the most serious 
reverses to the Russian arms sustained in 
Central Asia in matiy years, |

Company Organized Under 
- New Jersey Laws to Con- 
trol the Distilleries. 


ACQUIRES MANY PLANTS. 


Country Practically in the 
Hands of Two Concerns. 


STOCK IS AT A PREMIUM. 


Several Illinois Distilleries Affected 
and a Chicago Man Draws 
Up the Papers. 


TO OPERATE LIKE STANDARD OIL. 


« New York, June 10.—[Special. ]—The under- 
writing of the Standard Distilling and Dis- 
tributing company was closed at the office 
of the Manhattan Trust company at noon 
today. Applications for several millions of 
the stock were refused, the capital having 
been oversubscribed. Levy Mayer of Chi- 
cago has been here all week drawing the 
legal papers. The new company is being 
organized under the laws of New Jersey 
with a capital of $24,000,000, $8,000,000 of 
which is preferred stock and $16,000,000 com- 
mon stock. 

The company acquires all of the spirit dis- 
tilling and distributing plants of the United 
States not owned by the American Spirits 
Manufacturing company. The properties 
purchased include the American Distribut- 
ing company and all of its branches in New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, Pittsburg, Bal- 
timore, Buffalo, Cincinnati, New Orleans, 
and Indianapolis, also its two distilleries at 
Terre Haute, Ind.; the Mill Creek Distillery 
at Cincinnati; the Mutual Distillery at 
Uniontown, Ky.; the Columbus Distillery, 
Brooklyn; the Herget Distillery, Pekin, Ill.; 
the Wilson Distillery, Pekin, IM.; the At- 
las and Hanover Distilleries, Peoria, IIL; 
the Mound City Distilleries, St. Louis and 
Kansas City; the Willow Springs Distillery, 
Omaha; the Peorla Malting company, 
Peoria; the TIler Distributing company, 
Omaha; the National Distributing com- 
pany, New York and Buffalo, and several 
other similar institutions. 

The entire distilling and distributing. busi- 
ness of the United States will now be owned 
and controlled absolutely by the new com- 
pany and by the American Spirits Manu- 
facturing company. Between these two coin- 
panies a close alliance has been effected. 
Both companies will be owned by the same 
interests. 

Within less than an hour after the under- 
writing books were closed a premium, which 
rose to 10 per cent, was offered for the under- 
writers’ agreements. Those who financed 
the new company are the strongest men in 
Wall street. 

The Standard Oil and sugar trust people 
completely control the new company, which 
accounts for the name, the Standard Dis- 
tilling and Distributing company. Colonel 
Payne, More, and Schley, and their asso- 
cilates have financed the enterprise. Con- 
nected with them are heavy Philadelphia 1n- 
terests. 

Captain Dolan, and Elkins and Weidnep, 
the railway magnates of Philadelphia, are 
said to have taken about $2,000,000 of the 
stock. The deal has been engineered quietly. 
The managing officers and directors of the 
new company will be taken from New York 
and Philadelphia, but their names cannot 
be ascertained. 

The cardinal principle which will govern 
the management of the concern, it is de- 
clared, will be like that adopted by the 
Standard Oll company, reduction in the cost 
of production, economy in the administra- 
tion of the business, and a corresponding 
low margin of profit. 

The output of the new company will be 
about 50,000,000 gallons per year. 


RALPH D. GRAHAM IS 
ARRESTED FOR THEFT 
FROM DEERINGS. 


Said to Have Confessed Robbing 
the Harvester Concern of Postage 
Stamps While Employed as a 
Mailing Clerk. 


Ralph D. Graham, 18 Loomis street, a 
former mailing clerk for the Deering Har- 
vester company, is under arrest, charged 
with stealing more than $1,000 worth of 
postage stamps from his former employers. 
Herbert L. Scriba was arrested as his ac- 
complicé, charged with receiving stolen 
property. 

According to the confession said to have 
been made to Captain Schuettler yesterday 
by Graham he began taking $3 or $4 worth 
of stamps at a time last September or Oc- 
tober. He delivered the stamps to Scriba, 
who sold them to druggists at a discount of 
10 per cent. Fearing that he would be de- 
tected Graham quit the Deering company 
last winter and went to work for Armour 
& Co., but he resumed his former position, 
last April, when the Harvester company 
did a large mailing business. He increased 
the amount of stamps taken to $10 and $12 
a day and the old method of disposing of 
them was resumed. 

The prisoners are 19 years old and appar- 
ently of respectable parents. Graham re- 
fused to give the address of his father and 
mother last night, saying that they did not 
live in Chicago and he did not want them 
to know of his disgrace. Scriba, it is said, 
is a student and lives in Jackson boulev 
near Robey street, with his mother.

BLANCO HAS SIXTY 
THOUSAND MEN IN 
HAVANA, PROVINGE, 


Of These 35,000 Are Troops Whom 


He Cannot Trust to Fight— 
8,000 Cavalry Patrol the Coast 
from Cardenas to Bahia Honda.

Key West, Fla., June 10.—Blanco has avail- 
able in Havana 25,000 volunteers and about 
10,000 in the surrounding towns. They have 
always been mistrusted as to their patriot- 
ism, although they have been the instigators 
and promoters.of outrages, and in case of 
an attack on Havana it is certain that they 
would surrender after little fighting. They 
are unfit for war and untrained, their only 
advantage being that they are acclimated. 

‘Blanco commands, besides, in Havana 
Province a contingent of -25,000 regular 
troops, including the guerrillas., Of the 
troops not in the City of Havana, there are 
fully 8,000 cavalry on the shores between 
Havana and Bahia Honda to the west and 
to Cardenas on the east. These are intended 
to meet troops landing on the north coast of 
Havana Province near the city. 

General Blanco, as all former Captains 
General, has never had confidence in the 
patriotism of the volunteers, and hitherto 
has only used them as garrisons on the sugar 
estates. They have refused to take the field 
against the Cubans several times and have 
threatened to disband. They have done this 
not only for their love for Cubans but 
through lack of courage.

GEN, FITZ-SIMONS 


WILL NOT SERVE 
AS A BRIGADIER. 


Illinois, Officer Has Written His 
Resignation, but It Has Not Yet 

_ Been Presented to the Secretary 
of War. 


Washington, D. C., June 10.—[Special.]— 
Brigadier General Charles Fitz-Simons has 
resigned his commission*in the volunteer 
army, but has not placed his resignation on 
file at the War department. Brigadier Gen- 
eral James H. Barclay will be appointed to 
this vacancy, and will, in allprobability, be 
nominated tomorrow. 

General Fitz-Simons told Senator Cullom 
yesterday that an important law case would 
prevent his acceptance of the position. He 
then wrote his resignation and said he would 
mail it to the Secretary of War. The Sena- 
tor called at the department this morning 
and, muck to his astonishment, found that 
the resignation had not been received. It 
is supposed it is stowed away in General 
Fitz-Simons’ pocket, and as his present 
whereabouts is unknown, he cannot be com- 
municated with and his intentions learned. 

General J. ll. Barclay has been urged for 
an appointment, and will probably be nom- 
inated tomorrow. Senator Cullom tele- 
graphed him today to find out if he would 
serve if appointed, and he promptly replied 
that he would be ready for duty at a mo- 
ment’s notice. lllinois may lose one Briga- 
dicr General by General Fitz-Simons’ ac- 
tions, as General Barclay would have been 
appointed in a few days if General Fitz- 
Simons had remained in the service, but now 
the department may appoint General Bar- 
clay and hold open the vacancy caused by 
General Fitz-Simons’ resignation to give the 
og now in the field a chance for promo- 

on. 

The reported resignation of Brigadier Gen- 
eral Charles Fitz-Simons caused much sur- 
prise among the veteran's many friends in 
Chicago yesterday. 

Lieutenant Colonel Edward T. Glennon of 
the First Brigade staff, I. N. G., said he was 
positive General Fitz-Simons had been 
driven to resigning by the unjust discrimi- 
nation of the regular army officers. | 

“It is a well knewn fact, fully proved 
since the war was declared, that thé regu- 
lar army officers of high and low rank have 
combined to make it as uncomfortable as 
possible for the volunteer officer,’ said 
Colonel Giennon. “ In the first place it was 
through the scheming of the regular army 
men that our regiments were not allowed to 
go to the front as they were organized, and 
also through their efforts that the State 
brigade commanders were refused permis- 
sion to serve at the head of their brigades. 
As nearly as I can understand, Genera! Fitz- 
Simons was mate the especial mark for the 
army Officers in the East. and 1 am confident 
that it was only af’er he realized that he 
was not going to be allowed a chance to 
fight, but was thrown from pillar to post 
by a lot of jealous regular army officers, that 
he resigned. 1 have no reason to belleve that 
the General has resigned other than the 
bulletins in the papers.”’ 

General Charles Fitz-Simons is a veteran 
of the civi] war and afterward servedin two 
Indian campaigns. He retired from the army 
with the rank of Brigadier General, and for 
twenty years has been identified with the 
Illinois National Guard. A few months ago 
he succeeded Brigadier General Wheeler to 
the command of the First Brigade, I. N. G., 
and three weeks ago received his commis- 
sion as Brigadier General in the United 
States volunteer service. oA. 

It is generally understood that General 
Fitz-Simons accepted the commission on the 
grounds that he was to have at least one 
Chicago regiment in his brigade, Dut the 
recent apportionment of regiments shows 
that his request was ignored by the War 
department.

PERSONALITIES IN THE DEBATE, 


Washington, D. C., June 10.—In the Senate 
today the conference report on the war rey- 


enue bill was adopted by a vote of 48 to 22. ° 


The bill will now speedily become a law, 
Mr. Aldrich [{R. I.] presented the report 


of the Committee of Conference and when. 


it was read he said that as the Senators were 
familiar with the details of the report he 
would make no formal statement. 

Mr. Jones [Ark.] said that as one of the 
conferees he had not signed the report and 
would vote against it. 

The proposed addition to the bonded debt 
of the country was, in Mr. Jones’ opinion, 
seriously objectionable—so much so, in fact, 
that he would oppose’ the adoption of the 
report. He’read a newspaper clipping an- 
nouncing that arrangements had been per- 
fected at the Treasury department for the 
immediate issue of $200,000,000 of bonds. 
He had no doubt the statement was accurate. 

Mr. Aldrich called Mr. Jones’ attention to 
the provisions of the bill, which were that 
the bonds should be issued only as a means 
of raising money with which to prosecute 
the war. 

Mr. Jones replied that he did not doubt, 
however, the statement in the newspaper. 
He had one other serious objection, he said, 
to the adoption of the report. It retained 
the stamp tax on deéds, checks, etc., of the 
people and ‘had released the railroads from 
the requirement to pay a similar tax on bilis 
of lading. 

This, he” believed, was harsh upon the 
people and entirely unnecessary. 


Wolcott’s Thrust at Gage. 

Mr. Wolcott (Colo.], in a brief speech, paid 
a high tribute to the Senate conferees. - He 
said it had been a long time since a bill of 
so great importance as this-one was had 
created so little friction. The report of the 


| conferees, he thought, was eminently fair 


and just and reflected great credit upon the 
conferees of both the Senate and the House. 
“It may be true,” said Mr. Wolcott, “ as 


the Senator from Arkansas says, that the 
Secretary of the Treasury inadvertently may 
have done just what the Senator says he. 


has. The Secretary of the Treasury has 
done many foolish things. But the bill so 
hedges about the Secretary with conditions 
that he will be forced to follow the law.” 
Mr. Wolcott said he was satisfied that 
the people of the country would take all the 
bonds offered by the government. He did 


not share in the fear of Mr. Jones thatthe - 


Secretary would piace the bonds in the hands 
of the big banks and financial corporations, 
The bonds section of the bill provided that 
the individual bidders for bonds should first 
have their bids accepted by the Secretary. 
He was sure the Secretary would give the 
people ample time and opportunity to bid 
for the bonds, and he said subscriptions for 
them would come from the people of every 
hamlet of the United States. 


Close of the Debate. 

Mr. Teller called attention to the change 
made by the conference in regard to the sale 
of bonds authorized at not less than par. 

Mr. Aldrich replied that the change was 
made to remove an apparent inconsistency 
and that under the language adopted there 
was no possibility of a sale of any of the 
bonds for less than par. ; 

Mn Allisor also gave the same opinion as 
to the provision. 

Mr. Teller also asked why the certificates 
of indebtedness were not made a popular 
loan, to which Mr. Aldrich replied that the 
change was made because of the fact that 
they were intended to meet urgency demands 
which rendered it impracticable to make 
provision for a popular subscription. 

Mr. Stewart spoke in opposition to the is- 
suance of bonds, dealing in extenso with the 
financial question. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Stewart's speech 
the yeas and nays were ordered on the re- 
port, and it was agreed to by a vote of 43 to 
22, the detailed vote being as follows:

jand, and Laura Fountain, a young woman 
whose religious ideas have come from her 
anfidel father. This man, Fountain, took 
for his second wife Augustina, the sister of 
Helbeck. She was much older than Alan, 
and was repelled by his asceticism and the 
gioom of their old home. Fountain came 
4nto the neighborhood to visit his coubins, 
the Masons, was drawn toward the timid, 
nervous woman, and soon proposed to her. 
She accepted eagerly and went with him to 
Cambridge, where he was engaged in ‘aca- 
Aemic pursuits. 

The daughter, Laura, was only 8 years 
old at this time, and she took kindly to her 
stepmother, over whom she grew to be a 
tender and domineering nurse. Relations 
with Helbeck were broken off, and the fam- 
jly lived happily until the death of Foun- 
tain, some fifteen years later, when the early 
training of Mrs. Fountain reasserted itself, 
and she was tormented with a longing to 
reconcile herself with the church. It was 
under these circumstances that she returned 
to Bannisdale with her stepdaughter. She 
was in poor health. and it was understood 


that the young woman, who had a small in-, 


dependent fortune of her own, would remain 
with her until she was stronger. 
Laura was a bright, intelligent girl, full 
of vim and spirit, and the atmosphere of 
Bannisdale, instead of converting her, 
tended to strengthen the opinions she had 
taken over as an inheritance from her 
father. On the other hand Helbeck, during 
the fifteen years that had elapsed since his 
gister’s marriage, had become more and 
more fanatical in his devotion to the church. 
He had stripped his house of its most precious 
treasures, sold them, and used the proceeds 
to found Catholic orphanages and help the 
ijwork of the priesthood. 


There were sufficient reasons here for 
antipathy, but there were also reasons in 
plenty for the formation of an attachment. 
The man was a noble fellow, of attractive 
presence and distinguished manners. The 
woman was beautiful, fascinating, and lova- 
bie. Both were isolated from the world, he 
by his self-immolation, she by circum- 
‘stances. , there was a difference of 
gpixteen years between them; he was 37 and 
she 21—but he was still a young man and she 
had grown to womanhood. Taking the situa- 
tion as a whole, the antipathies were provo- 
cative of romance, and it wasinevitable that 
they should fall in love with each other. 

A friend of Laura’s father named Dr. 
Friedland, in discussing the girl with his 
wife just before the catastrophe at the close, 
analyzes the case so far as she is concerned 
thus: 

And ther, my Gear, she'must needs fall in love 
with this man, this Catholic! Catholicism at its 
_best—worse luck! No mean or puerile type, with 
@ll its fetichisms and unreasons on its head— 
no!—a type sprung from the finest English blood, 
disciplined by heroic memories, by the persecu- 
tions and hardships of the penal laws. What hap- 
pens? Why, of course, the giri’s imagination goes 
over! Her father in her—her temperament—stand 
in the way of anything more. But where is she 
to look for self-respect, for peace of mind? She 
feels herself an infidel—a morai outcast. fhe 
trembles before the claims of this great visible 
system. Her reason refuses them—but why? She 
cannot tell. For heaven's sake, why do we leave 
our children’s minds empty like this? If you be- 
lieve, my good friend, Educate! And if you 
@oubt, still more—Educate! Educate! 

As for Helbeck, he has no thought of re- 
@igning his religion, nor would he rest con- 
tent to have his wife an infidel. Though he 
is scrupulous not to annoy Laura with direct 
appeals his convictions are an essential part 
of his life and impel to proselytism. He 
fs too ol@ to change. The blood of the 
martyr of the sixteenth century that has 
come down through twenty generations of 
Oppression has in it not a single drop for 
compromise. S80 while the proprietor of 

 ‘Bannisdale is acknowledging that he loves 
the little pagan for herself just as she is, he 
is certain that some day he must save her 


soul. 


Thus the atmosphere about the lovers is 
charged with disquieting elements during 
the short engagement which has been 
brought about under dramatic circum- 
stances. And a Catholic chorus made up of 
people who are devouring Helbeck’s patri- 
mony eGds effectively to the troubie. One 
of these people is a young Jesuit named 
Williams. He is of a poor.Westmoreland 
Protestant family and has a genius for 
painting. Mr. Helbeck has employed him 
to help beautify his chapel, where the last 
riches of the house are centered. The boy, 
who has a deceptive and turbulent imagina- 
tion, le carried over to Jesuitism while at his 
work, cwing to his admiration for his em- 
ployer. Helbeck himself belongs to the 
third order of St. Francis, and his persona!l- 
ity is an influence even when he says not 
a word. Now,. Williams has returned to 
visit his patron and he feels compelied to 
tell him of a vision in which Laura appears 
holding him back from Christ. Laura un- 
fortunately hears the recitation. 

Then there is the sly and scholarly Jesuit, 
Leadham,' who insinuates to the girl that 
Helbeck’s object in marrying her fs to save 
her reputation. The facts are that her 
violent and loutish cousin, Hubert Mason, 
has done his best to compromise her in an 
ignorant, blundering way, and the Catholic 
chorus has circulated scandalous stories 
about her. Finally, the morose housekeep- 
er, Mrs. Denton, who has made herself in- 
tensely disagreeable, caps the climax after 
her well merited Gischarge by screeching 
the details of the scandals into Laura's ears. 

These annoyances occur one after the 
other while Helbeck is renewing the rigor 
of his devotions to prove his loyaity to the 
church, ané taken together they are more 
than Laura can bear. After Mra. Denton’s 
outbreak she runs away from Bannisdale 
to geek refuge at the home of Dr. Friedland, 


her father’s friend. But when she is called | 


back by the fatal iliness of her stepmother 
‘the influence of Helbeck is stronger than 
ever with her, the man is himself moved to 
the depths of his being, and there is a 
passionate reconciliation tn which the girl 
makes a complete surrender of her ideas, 
on account of the pleadings and reve- 

é one of the dying woman. 
This occurs just before Mrs. Fountain's 
. @eath and too late for her to know of it. 
. The death causes memories of her father 
to crowd in upon Laura, among which is the 
recoliection of the austere attitude of Hei- 
beck toward him, and there is another re- 


vulsion itt feeling which brings us to the sad 
denouement. The denouement will not be 
described here, because the reader will want 
to discover it for himself. It will be claimed 
for it that it is logical, anditis. It affects 
one like the stern necessity of the Greek 
drama. Yet it is, after all, not the only. 
possible logical conclusion. Separation was 
inevitable, but not in that way. |

There are two phases of the book that de- 
mand further consideration now that the 
plot is disposed of—namely: the controver- 
sial religious matter and the character de- 
lineation.

The discussion of these characters is good- 
humored, without contempt.

So are the lesser mem- 
bers of the chorus. Even Helbeck himself 
is revealed to us as one who takes an un- 
becoming pleasure in the defeats and dis- 
couragements of other churches than his 
own. Intolerable bigotry is the common at- 
tribute of them all, and all but Helbeck are 
cunning and scheming, aggressive and ac- 
quisitive. ‘* There were many moments in 
which the whole Catholic system appeared 
to Laura’s strained imagination as one vast 
chasse—an assemblage of hunters and their 
toils—against which the poor human spirit 
that was their quarry must somehow pro- 
tect itself with every possible wile or vio- 
lence.” | 

Ard the Mterature of this system! Itisa 
thing for satire whether it deals with St. 
Gregory or the broader questions of the- 
ology or the question of individual con- 
scienoé. Better doubt than its iron-bound 
rule of obedience. It is an anachronism and 
an absurdity. 

Mention has been made of Mrs. Ward's 
tendency to personify abstractions, and that 
is a danger in any author which is overcome 
in her case only by her great emotional 
power. We forget for the moment that Hel- 
beck is hardly a type in these days, there 
are so few of him. If there are, as there 
may be, survivals in his likeness, he belongs 
really to the domain of ancient speculation. 
The Catholic Church has progressed beyond 
him and his attendant chorus, and the in- 
tellectual combat that is here portrayed be- 
longs rather to the time of Manning and 
Newman than to the present day. Thusthe 
alternatives are not correctly stated, but 
apparently Mrs. Ward believes that we must 
go from one extreme to the other. 

The problem has always had a fascination 
for her. It is one of the “ subjects’ with- 
out which she would cease to be her- 


self, and to which she always succeeds in 


giving a new interest. But considering the 
genius she has revealed in her few experi- 
ments with veritabie character delineation, 
it seems a pity that she cannot throw over 
the debates of the colleges and the con- 
gTesses and produce out of the larger world 
of common, everyday folk a great galiery of 
memorable portraits. Like George Eliot, she 
allows the subjects to dominate her to the 
injury of her greatest gift. 


Mr. Shaw’s Tribute to Shaw.

SENN AIDS THE SICK. 


Chicago Surgeon Does Great 
Work at Camp Thomas. 


GROUND IN GOOD FORM. 


Sanitary Regulations Are Now 
Stringently Enforced. 


HOLD DISEASES IN CHECK.

Camp Thomas, Chickamauga Park, Ga., 
June 10.—[{Special.J—The arrival here of 


Lieutenant Colonel Nicholas Senn was 
better for the sick soldiers than 
a strong breeze from the piny | 


woods of Georgia. He had been as- 


In these localities the meninges were found 
infiltrated and covered with a plastic exu- 
date. The remaining portions of the mem- 
branes enveloping the brain and cord were 
extremely vascular, and in some places pre- 
sented an opalescent appearance. A con- 
siderable quantity of turbid serum was found 
in the ventricles and subarachnoid space 

* Tt was evident from the post-mortem ap- 
pearances that the primary disease invoived 
the mervous centers, and that the lobar 
pneumonia set in later as a complication, 
and contributed towards an early fatal ter- 
mination. Two cases of cerebro-spinal men- 
ingitis presenting grave symptoms observed 
in Camp Tanner improved promptly after 
lumbar puncture, and I have been subse- 
quently informed that both of these cases 
ultimately recovered. The first tapping was 
made by Lieutenant Rowe of the First 
Illinois Cavalry. All cases of cerebro-spinal 
meningitis that have been sent to the divis- 
jon hospital have beén placed in isolation 
tents for the purpose of preventing further 
spread of the disease. 


Measles in Mild Form. .

He 
found time to feel the pulse of the humblest 
private in a regimental hospital, to inquire 
into the sanitary arrangements of the camp, 
and to infuse energy into the medical supply 
department, which had been so slow in at- 
tending to requisitions that the regimental 
surgeons had been compelled to make es- 
sential purchases out of their own pockets. 
He crowned his efforts by securing the fine 
hotel at Crawfish Spring for a genera! camp 
hospital. 

After a week or so Dr. Senn found time 
to jot down his reflections on the healthful- 
ness of the camp and his experiences since 
his arrival. Coming from one who does not 
guess, they ought to be of interest in lay as 
well as medical circles. 


Dr. Senn Writes of the Camp. 


* Chickamauga Park is admirably adapted 
for a large camp.” Dr. Senn writes. “ It 
embraces several square miles. The forest 
trees furnish protection against the burning 
rays of the semi-tropical sun, and the many 
open places and fields are utilized as drill 
grounds. Humus {js scanty and the subsoil 
is of clay. The surface is somewhat undu- 
lating and is cut up here and there by ravines, 
which add much to the beauty of the 
scenery. An ample supply Of pure water is 
obtained from numerous wells from fifteen 
to sixty-five feet in depth, recently supple- 
mented by a pumping station, which derives 
water from the river a short distance below 
Crawfish Spring and distributes the water 
to different parts of the park through iron 
pipes. The vastness of the grounds is real- 
ized by the visitor as soon as he reaches 
George H. Thomas Camp, which at the 
present time is occupied by nearly 60,000 
men, yet seldom more than one regiment 
can be seen at one and the same time. 

“In the past Chickamauga has had an un- 
enviable reputation as a health resort. The 
Indian nameChickamauga signifies literally 
‘River of Death.’ Along the banks of the 
Chickamauga Kiver, which flows through 
the park, malaria was prevalent years ago, 
which probably had something to do !n in- 
ducing the Indians to designate this river 
by such a terrifying name. Malaria has 
nearly disappeared from this part of the 
country, except a localized district north of 
Crawfish Spring, and that hasbeen of a mild 
form and is probably due to the draining of 
@ little pond on the south side of the hotel. 

“ One of the difficulties so constantly pre- 
vailing in camps has been the introduction 
of harmful articles of diet By interested 
friends and enterprising merchants. The 
reguiations governing this evil are becoming 
more and more stringent and are more ef- 
fectively carried out, so that the danger 
from this source is diminishing progres- 
sively. 

Prevailing Camp Diseases. 

“The most common disease affecting the 
troops at this time is diarrhea. The con- 
tinuous heat, changes and impridence in 
diet, and sleeping on the ground are the 
most important harmful elements. The last 
mentioned cause becomes apparen: from 
the fact that the privates are much more 
frequently affected proportionately than the 
commissioned officers, most of whom enjoy 
the luxury of a cot. Several deaths have 
occurred from cerebro-spinal meningitis, 
more especially among the Illinois troops. 

“In a former communication I traced the 
disease to Camp Tanner, where it orig- 
inated from a case brought there by the 
First Regiment of cavalry. A few days ago 
Captain Lemke, Third Regiment Illinois Voi- 
unteer Infantry, made a post-mortem ¢zx- 
amination at the First Division Hospital, 
First Army Corps, which demonstrated the 
pathological appearances of the disease to 
perfection. 

“ The examination showed croupous pneu- 
monia, involving one lobe of the lung, of re- 


and spinal cord presented all the evidences 
of an acute inflammation. The lining mem- 
branes of all the ventricles were involved. 


| The pathological changes were most marked | 


ern States. Delirium is usually absent, al- 
though the disease otherwise has assumed 
a grave type. In several fatal cases the 
post-mortem changes indicated that death 
resulted from secondary streptococcus in- 
fection. 

“ At the present time there are only three 
or four cases of typhoid fever in camp, and in 
most of them it is more than probable that 
the disease was contracted before the pa- 
tients reached the camp. 

“Considering the inadequate clothing of } 
many of the volunteers, the heavy dew and | 
the chill experienced some nights, it is re- 
markable that so few suffer from rheuma- 
tism and bronchitis. 

“ Sunstroke and heat exhaustion have so 
far not visited the camp, although heavy 
marching and active drilling often take 
place with the sun high up in the heavens. 
On the whole, the health of the troops is 
excellent. 

“* As soon as I arrived in Camp George H. 
Thomas I called on Lieutenant Colonel 
Hartsuff, U. 8. A. (Surgeon in Chief at this 
post), who received me kindly and spent 
nearly half a day in showing me the location 
of regiments and field hospitals. His ex- 
perience, since he took charge of the medi- 
cal affairs of the camp, had taught him 
that the hospital facilities, even with the 
present number of sick, were entirely in- 
adequate. 


Gift of Leiter Hospital. 


“ Near the park, and on the south side of 
it, adjacent to the famous Crawfish Springs, 
is a large, well built hotel, containing 
seventy rooms, which had been recently va- 
cated, on which he had an option for a few 
days; purchase price, $10,000. The building 
alone cost $65,000, and as the purchase price 
included the entire furniture, water privil- 
ege, and four acres of land, and as the build- 
ing was in a condition that it could be oc- 
cupied at once without much repair, he had 
strongly recommended its purchase for hos- 
pital purposes to the Surgeon General. 

There was no question as to the advis-

* Recognizing the necessity for immediate 
action in the premises and the fact that 
the option was open only for a few days 
at the expiration of which the owners in- 
tended to reopen the hotel, I asked Colonel! 
Hartsuff to permit me to make an attempt 
to secure the building by donation and later 
present it to the government. This request 
was willingly granted, I telegraphed to Mrs. 
L. Z. Leiter, Washington, D. C., the condl- 
tion of affairs and in due time received the 
pleasing information by wire from her 
husband that I should at once draw 
on him for the amount needed. After 
overcoming some technical difficulties in the 
way of securing the necessary water supply 
from the adjacent Crawfish Spring, the pur- 
chase was made and the‘ Leiter Hospital ’ 
has become a beautiful monument to the 
memory of a distinguished family that has 
given the first large donation for the benefit 
of our sick citizen soldiers at the beginning 

“May their noble example many 
imitators.”

SUGAR TRUST AGAIN A FEATURE.

NEW YORK, June 10.—The reactione of 
the last few days evidently inspire Wall 
gtreet with new bullish enthusiasm. Peo- 
ple who have not been active in the market 
for some time past, because of their belief 
that a reaction would materially strengthen 
the bull postion, took hold again today, and 
stocks went up with a rush. Throughout 
the market there was strength, and in many 
giocks great buoyancy was showm Again 
those specialties which have only recently 
become conspicuous were the sensational 
features of the market. Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit, Sugar Trust, and Tobacco Trust, 
the three stocks which yesterday were so 
largely traded in, were again the features. 
All three were strong, Sugar Trust recover- 
ing sharply from its previous two days of 
weakness. 

Much of the day’s strength came from 
short covering. The traders who for some 
time past have been fighting the market and 
who added largely to their short lines early 
this week became frightened today, andin 
their efforts to cover stocks ran up priceson 
themselves. It was buying of this sort to 
which was chiefly due the ad'vance in To- 
bacco, in Burlington, and especially in 
Sugar. 

Tonight the short account is considerably 
diminished and some part of the professional 
element is ranged on the long side. 

In many quarters there is expressed much 
new confidence in the continuation of the 
upward movement. As has been repeatedly 
pointed out in these dispatches, many im- 
portant people refused to go into the market 

on the bull side until there had been some 
sort of areaction. After the continued rise 
they considered it unwise to do much in the 
way of buying until there had been a shaking 
out of some of the dangerous elements in 
the situation. This recent reaction,: how- 
ever, has apparently been satisfactory to 


. Many such people, and as a result they to- 


day became active on the bull side. 

On the other hand, some conservative ob- 
servers are still talking further reaction, 
pointing out that with the $400,000,000 bond 
issue shortly to be offered there is likely to 
be liquidation by some large interests who 
wish to take hold of the bonds, {fn addition 
to this, there has been some big plunging 
on the bull side, and many of the lesser room 
traders have been pyramiding and increasing 
the possibilities of an extended reaction by 
their reckless trading. 

Upon Brooklyn Kapid Transit, which has 
been so sensationally buoyant of late, Wall 
street sentiment seems to be wholly bullish. 
It is not believed, however, that insiders are 


at present urging the purchase of the stock. 
.for investment or that they are concerned . 


to any extent in the bull manipulation of it. 


In Sugar Trust short covering was the rea- 


son for strength today. Insiders are not 
buying the stock, nor are they any more in- 
clined to support it in the market than they 
have been. 

Of Tobacco there was today persistent and 
aggressive buying by Drokers, who many 
times before have been used by speculative 
interests in the management of the com- 
pany.

. As American Steel and Wire now promises 


to be one of the best trading securities in 
Chicago, it may be well to go back to some 
af the official data given out at the time 
the deal was consummated. It was said 
that “‘the new company will have a pro- 
ducing capacity -.of from 700,000 to 800,000 
tons of wire and wire rods. The production 
mentioned is about 75 per cent of the total 
production of the United States. The 
component companies have a foreign trade 


of about $38,000,000 per annum, which they. 


expect to increase to $10,000,000 or $15,000,- 
000 in the near future. 

** In the years 1895, 1896, and 1897 the gross 
profits of the fourteen plants in the con- 
solidation averaged each year $1,655,555. On 
the basis of $12,000,000 cash invested divi- 
dends of from 13 to 14 per cent could there- 
fore be paid. The total valuation placed on 
the fourteen plants by the experts employed 
by J. g ierpont Morgan was $9,527,970. The 
mills go in, however, at the lesser valua- 
tion of $8,200,000, so that the new corpora- 
tion starts business with $3,800,000 cash in 
the treasury.”’

TRIBUNE TRADE REVIEW. 


LUMBER CONDITIONS CONTINUE GEN- 
ERALLY SATISFACTORY. 


Some of the Dealcre Not Altogether 
Pleased with the State of Business, 
but a Majority of Them Announce 
They Are Doing Fully es Much as 
They Expected to at This Season, 
Which Is Never a Heavy One—All 
Hardwoods Firm. 


Generally satisfactory conditions continue 
in the various branches of the lumber trade. 
There are dealers here and there who say 
they are doing a smaller volume of business 
than a few weeks ago, but reports of this 
character are in the minority. All the ac- 
tivity recently reported in the use of hard- 
woods continues unabated. This is true not 
only locally but at surrounding centers, 
where this character of lumber is used ex- 
tensively in different manufacturing inter- 
ests. The demand has not appeared to be for 
any particular grade of hardwood, cull and 
common stock being in quite as much re- 
quest as firsts and seconds. It is apparently 

a question if the manufacturing trade is not 
po acres itself to the use of lower grade 
lumber than was. formerly bought. For 
many purposes where its use has been and 
is on a large scale the idea is growing that 
money has been spent needlessly in the pur- 
chase of higher grade material than was 
actually necessary. Strong competition in 
the various articles in the construction of 
which hardwood lumber enters largely is, it 
is believed, responsible to a certain extent 
for the increased purchases of the lower 
grades of lumber, the necessity being to 
lower the cost of the manufactured article. 
Small stocks of the higher grades of hard- 
wood lumber, and the excellent demand for 
the same, are keeping prices up. Oak stocks 
are also light in this market, and similar con- 
ditions are reported from other distributing 
centers both. North and South. 

Dealers in yellow pine are not much en- 
couraged over the price situation, although 
in some instances values have been advanced 
from 50c@$1.00 a thousand. A large aggre- 
gate is being disposed of in small lots, but big 
bills of this kind of lumber are scarce. The 
state of general trade is rapidly dispelling 
‘the idea, previously entertained in many di- 
rections, that the summer trade would be 
more or less demoralized. While not notice- 
ably increased, the volume is fully up to the 
standard of recent periods, and is charac- 
terized as both seasonable and healthful. 

While business in white pine cannot be 
called brisk, most of the dealers are fairly 
busy. Crop and labor conditions throughout 


the agricultura! districts continue to interfere to 
a certain extent with this trade. The market on 
short piece stuff continues about $11.50 on cars, 
pd at this price large uantities are being 

In some cases sales are made as low as 
s11% although wholesalers claim that business 
at this figure is done at a loss. 

In the cargo market the conditions are showing 
an improvement, receipts being on a 
little better scale and with a fair demand for 
desirable loads.

- ALLEN LAW MEN LAID OUT. 
Republican conventions were held on 
Thursday in thirteen of the fifteen Cook 
County legislative districts. Those dis- 
tricts are represented now by seventeen 
Representatives and five Senators who 
voted for the Allen law. Of these, two 
Representatives—Cavanagh and Glade~— 
and one Senator—Dwyer—were renominat- 
ed. So there was a pretty general repudia- 
tion of Allen law men. All but four con- 
ventions adopted resolutions condemning 
that measure and calling for its repeal. 
Representatives Shanahan and Boyd and 
Senator Campbell, who voted against the 
Allen law and who wished to be renominat- 
ed, were given what they asked for.

SCARED BY A BOGIE FLEET. 

Universal disappointment was felt yes- 

terday morning by the people of the United 
States upon learning that the troops and 
transports for the Cuban invasion were 
still detained in Tampa harbor instead of 
being almost at Santiago as they should 
have been. These repeated delays and 
procrastinations have come to the point 
where public.patience ceases to be a virtue. 
In this latest episode the cause alleged 
is fit only to make us the laughing stock of 
the world. ; 
_ It seems that the War department was 
scared out at the last moment by some 
silly rumor of a phantom fleet of Spanish 
war vessels flitting about off the north 
coast of Cuba. Every soldier was aboard, 
bag and baggage, and the whole fleet of 
transports was ready to sail on Wednes- 
day evening. The whole country believed 
the troops had sailed and would be thun- 
dering at the doors of Santiago by this 
time. Then out of the cobwebs of some 
timorous imagination came this rumor cf 
impossible cruisers lying in wait for the 
defenseless transport ships. There have 
been hundreds of such lying rumors flying 
from every quarter of the compass since 
before the Maine catastrophe. When they 
have been contrary to common sense and 
possibility nobody has paid any attention 
to them. Then why should Major General 
Shafter have hesitated or why should he 
have been ordered back on so flimsy a fairy 
tale as that about the Spanish warships? 

There is not one chance in ten thousand 
that there is a particle of truth in that 
report. Where would these mythical 
cruisers come from? Cervera and his whole 
fleet are held fast in Santiago harbor.’ They 
are watched so closely that even a torpedo 
boat cannot get out in the dead of night 
without being discovered and chased back or 
sunk. Spain's reserve fleet is still dallying 
in Cadiz harbor, and is likely to stay there 
permanently. The Spaniards have no 
cruisers besides these. They have nothing 
on the north coast of Cuba except a few 
antiquated gunboats that could be driven 
off by any portion of our mosquito fleet. 
It is not likely that Blanco has manufac- 
tured any new cruisers over night. If the 
War department had reasoned a little in- 
stead of going into a spasm of fear at 
the bare mention of these bogie ships it 
would not have made this ridiculous and 
dilatory move. 

If we are- going to sit down and shiver 
with fright whenever anybody shouts 
* Cruisers!” we may as well go out of the 
war business. If the War department is 
afraid to trust its forces ont of sight of 
land its soldiers might as well be at home. 
If the gunboats escorting General Shafter’s 
transports are to be sént out to scour the 
Atlantic for every mythical Spanish war- 
ship that Blanco chooses to invent out 
of thin air, then we may as well settle 
down to a long and exclusively naval cam- 
paign. Sampson and Schley can in time 
starve out and reduce Cuba unassisted. 
The idea in calling out the troops was sup- 
posed to be to send them upon Cuban 
soil and finish up the war in a swift and 
decisive manner. There has thus far been 
nothing swift or decisive about the move- 
ments of the land forces. Their advance 
has been delayed at every turn. There 
has been an utter lack of the vim and 
aggressiveness among the war officials 
which the people would like to see. This 
last step in ordering the transports all back 
to Tampa for fear of some impossible 
Flying Dutchman of a warship is the worst, 
ofan. 

The nation ts justly impatient over the 
dilatory tactics of the War department. 
There is no necessity for assembling the 
major part of the navy to convoy 27,000 
soldiers to Santiago. If Cervera’s fleet were 
in ambush somewhere on the way it would 
be different. The troops ought to be at 
Santiago today. The whole available army 
ought to be on Cuban soil by this time. 
The soldiers are ready and the way is 
clear. The next thing we know Spain 
will be throwing up the sponge and its 
Kuropean friends will be calling upon us 
to drop the half-finished. work of conquest 
where it is. Then Washington will find 
some real diplomatic obstacles in its way 
instend of immateria] wraiths of hostile 
warships that never existed. Let the army 
be cut loose from the Washington strings 
with which it is jerked back every time 
it tries to advance, and let its work in 
Cuba be done without any more phantom 
fleet fiascoes. | }-

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THE WAR REVENUE BILL PASSED. 

The House adopted the conference re- 
port on the war revenue bill on Thursday. 
The Senate adopted the report yesterday 
and the bill is now ready for the President’s 
signature. It does not meet with the ap- 
proval of the Democrats in either House 
because it contains a provision for the issue 
of bonds. Up to the last moment those 
Democrats contended that the money need- 
ed to carry on the war—over and above 
what taxation will supply—should be ob- 
tained by greenback issues, with no provis- 
ion for their redemption in gold; instead of

Senator Jones 
of Arkansas found great fault yesterday 
with Secretary Gage because he had dared 
to anticipate Congressional action by mak- 
ing in advance all the arrangements for the 
printing of bonds and for their sale. The 
Senator declared that the Secretary was 
displaying “ unseemly baste to plunge the 
eountry into additional indebtedness.” 

Senator Jones knew perfectly well that 
the desire of the Secretary was to get, with- 
out loss of time, the funds with which to 
pay the bills' which are being presented 
daily on account of army and navy expendi- 
tures. He would have been remiss in the 
discharge of his duties if he had waited for 
Congress to act before doing anything in 
reference to a bond issue. Senator Jones 
is a bigoted Bryanite partisan, who feels 
that he must inject politics into everything’ 
—even a bill to raise money to carry on the 
war with Spain. 

The bill as it now stands Is good legisla- 


acceptable to the Republicans in Congress. 
They dislike, for instance, the coining of 
the silver bullion at the rate of a million and 
a half dollars a month. That is, after all, 
only hurrying up a process which has been 
going on gradually during the last eight 
years. Last year silver bullion was coined 
to the amount of nearly six million dollars. 
The tax on sugar and petroleum refiners is 
of questionable constitutionality. If it is 
unconstitutional the Supreme Court will so 
decide. If not, these refiners should not 
grumble over the payment of a small tax. 

The bill may be defectéve In spots, but it 
gives the government a yearly revenue prob- 
ably in excess of 175 million dollars, and b 
authorizing the issue of bonds and certifi- 
eates of indebtedness to the amount of 500 
millions puts at its immediate command an 
enormous working capital with which to 
carry on the war. | .

That in his great hast & Dispatch he tired one 
Horse & was obliged to give large Fees to the 
Ferrimen & was at other considerable Expence 
besides suffering the Fatigues of a Journey in 
the Night by which his Health was Endangered, 
and as your Pet'r engaged in the meseage Volun- 
tarily, wholly Relying upon the known Generou 
ity & Goodness of your Excellency and Hon 
upon like oceasions. 

Your Pet'r,. humbly hopes for a consideration 
of his Services & that such an Allowance may be 
made hfm therefor as in your Great Goodness 
shall seem meet.

INGRATITUDE. 


THE SAME OLD SPEECH. 
Mr. Yerkes attended night before last 
the first of a series of meetings to be 
held by the Civie federation to consider 


the extension of street railroad franchises, 
The President of the North and West Side- 
companies, both of which desire extensions 
and do not want to pay what they are 
worth, kindly favored the audience with the 
speech made by him so often at Chicago 
and Springtield, in which are set forth his 
reasons for believing that the traction 
companies should be granted by Legis- 
latures and Councils whatever they may 
want on terms to be dictated by themselves. 

Mr. Yerkes called the Allen law “ one of 
the best statutes that now exists on the 
statute books.” No it is, for him, but not 
for the people. He lauded the defunct 
Humphrey bill. He declared that the street 
railroad companies had made Chicago and 
should be treated with that respect which 
children owe to parents. He asserted that 
if the franchises of the companies were 
not extended “it would be a bad day for 
the City of Chicago ”’—that the credit of 
the city would be destroyed if it exacted 
fair compensation for privileges granted. 
These are old, familiar arguments. 

There is one familiar argument on the 
other side, which was repeated by Mr. 
Partridge night before last, to which Mr. 
Yerkes did not reply. The North Chicago 
company earned in 1897 14% per cent on 
its capital stock and paid a 12 per cent 
dividend. That is three times the average 
dividend paid by Chicago industries of all 
kinds. The traction company ‘is able to 
declare the dividends it does because it 
has a franchise of great value, for which 
it pays the city next to néthing. As the 
city grants the use of public streets, it 
should share in the profits derived from 
their use. That is a proposition Mr. Yerkes 
does not try to controvert directly. 

The Board of Education leases school 
lands. The lessees erect buildings and get 
rentals therefor, Of those rentals the 
board demands and gets 50 per cent or 
more. Mr. Yerkes thinks that is not 
enough. He believes the board should take 
the entire gross receipts from those build- 
ings. He is of the opinion, however, that 
it would be wrong to make'the traction 
companies pay 20 per cent of the money 
they take in because they have practically 
the monopoly use of certain public streets, 

Mr. Yerkes asserts that money has been 
expended on the North Side road in the 
expectation that the franchise would be 
extended when it expired, so that the stock-: 
holders would get their money back—*“ we 
had confidence in the people of Chicago 
that we were going to have a fair show.” 
“We” have been given a fair show in 
the shape of a 12 per cent dividend. Al] 
the money put into the road has been paid 
back and the stockholders are sure of ex- 
cessive dividends for five years more, They 
have nothing tocomplain of. . 

Mr. Yerkes will be satisfied with nothing 
less than a fifty-year extension and in- 
finitesimal compensation to the city. His 
idea of a “fair show” is 12 per cent divi- 
dends or mofe for the next half 
century He is too greedy. When his 
franchises expire other capitalists, more 
moderate in their desires, will come 
forward and offer to take his plant off 
his hands for what it is worth, and pay 
the city 20 per cent of the gross receipts for a 
franchise.

HAWAIIAN QUESTION TO BE TAKEN UP. 
Two/important steps were taken yester- 
day towards bringing the present session of 
Congréss to a close. One of these was the 
act of the Senate in agreeing to the report 
of the ¢onference committee on the war rev- 
- enue bjll, finally disposing of that measure, 
and i" other was the agreement reached in 
the Ilouse to take up the Newlands resolu- 
tion for the annexation of Hawail, reported 
back some time since by the Committee on 
Fork n Affairs, This indicates that Speak- 
er has at last censed placing obstacles 
in the: way of consideration of this most 
important war measure. It is understood 
that the debate will begin at once and be 
continued from day to day until 5 p. m. on 
Wednésday next, when the question will 
be Brought to a vote. There is no room 
for doubt as to what the result of the vote 
on me vital question will be in the House. 
Thefe should be no delay in taking it up in 
the Senate and bringing it to a vote in that 
body also at the earliest day practicable. 
The condition of our relations with the 
Philippines, both immediately and pros-

TH ARROGANCE OF CORPORATIONS.’ 
Thé Illinois Street Railway association 
met in this city a few daysago. Mr. C. L. 
Bonney, the lawyer for a small Chicago 
tracfon company, read an essay on the 
rights of street railway companies under 
the constitution. In that paper he reiterat- 
ed the views expressed by him on previous 
oceagions to the effect that streets which 
str companies have got or may get in 
their clutches belong to them forever and 
not t) the people, and that those companies 
cannot be made to pay reasonable compen- 
sation for the use of the streets they prac- 
tically monopolize, 

Ms Bonney assumes that when a trac- 
tion ‘company has obtained from the Chi- 
cago City Council the right to run cars in 
one f more streets for a term of twenty 
years it is not obliged to ask for a renewal 
of it$ franchise at the end of that term, but 
can go On running its cars, because its char- 
ter was granted for ninety-nine years. He 
as that the law under which the 
Council granted existing franchises author- 
ized it to grant them for twenty years and 
no lgnger.

WOOL MARKET SHOWS INACTIVITY 


New York, June 10.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s | 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow: 

The certainty that the Spanish Atlantic, 
t is imprisoned and powerless to do harm 
has helped to make the tone of markets more 
confident. Every step of progress during the. 
week ‘which has looked toward an early ter- 
‘mination of the struggle thas been reflected 
in the market and in lower rates for money. 
All industries have felt the uplifting influ- 
ence. In finances the growing anxiety to 
lend on even long exchange at low rates in 
place of shipments of gold to this country 
begins to accumulate a standing credit in 
favor of the United States. 

A stronger situation it would be difficult 
to describe. Men have been buying and sell- 
ing stocks with some blindness, though the 
course of events has all the time warranted 
a higher market. Other countries have yet 
to pay in some way an enormous balance to 
the United States on merchandise transac- 
tions, and it will save speculators much 
¢rouble and loss to keep the fact in mind. 

Men talk as if wheat had gone down out 
of sight, but the collapse of May speculation 
has only made it more evident that the out- 
side world requires nearly if not quite all the 
wheat this country ean spare. 

Last week Atlantic exports, flour included, 
were 4,206,293 bushels, against 1,634,602 last 
year, and Pacific exports were 253,213, 

nst 125,212 last year, and it is close to 
the end of the season. Over 210,000,000 
bushels of wheat have already been export- 
ed, and almast 200,000,000 bushels of corn, 
4134,800 bushels during the last week, 
against 1,787,035 last year, and the market 
is justified in feeling that those who have 
gone so far beyond all precedent in defying 
current reports are entitled to pay for it. 


Iron and Steel Production Declines. 


Iron and steel production has declined be- 
cause several establishments have stopped 
for repairs. Yet the weekly output on June 
1—225,307 tons, against 234,163 on May 1, 
with the unsold stocks which decreased 18,- 
142 tons during the month—indicates a con- 
sumption weekly of 233,876 tons, against 
998 258 in April, so that the ablest iron jour- 
nals are in error in saying that the apparent 
consumption does not keep pace with the 
production of 1,000,000 tons monthly. 

Eastern markets are much more embar- 
rassed as before, while the Western are 
crowded beyond all precedent. But prices 
are not changing in either section and the 
prospect for the manufacturer is unsatisfac- 
tory, as it would be expected with the pros- 

pects. 
Phe woolen manufacturers are buying no 
wool and the — at the three chief mar- 
kets during the last week were only 2,549,- 
300 pounds, against 4,878,750 in 1832. But 
the demand for goods proves somewhat bet- 
ter in many directions than- was expected 
and the government requirements have com- 
pelled some manufacturers to buy somewhat 
largely grades of wool which they have not 
expected to require. 

The auction sale of carpets, resulting in 
prices said tO average 60 per cent below 
the list quotations, does not encourage buy- 

ing, and in carpet wools the market is de- 
cidedly tame. 

In cotton goods there is a stronger tone 
throughout, with print cloths sustained at 
the recent advance, but the coming crop is 
watched with anxiety. It is still somewhat 

_ doubtful whether the demand for goods dur- 
ing the last two months has been materially 
checked by the expectation that the price 
of cotton and consequently the price of goods 
would decline, and if so a marked ad- 
vance in prices and increase in demand may 
be expected. 

Failures for the week have been 203 in the 
United States, against 262 last year, and 
Seventeen in Canada, against thirty last

In 1896 they 
were 101,100,375 bushels; in 1897, 178,817,407 
bushels.

The short- 
age in other classes of breadstuffs abroad 
and the high prices of wheat and flour have 
evidently turned attention to American 
corn, the exports during May having aver- 
aged fully 1,000,000 bushels for each business 
day, the average for the preceding months 
of the year being less than 17,000,- 
000 bushels per month, and during 
189T being less than 15,000,000 bushels 
per month; while in 1896 the average was 
less than 9,000,000 bushels per month. In- 
deed the exportation of corn in 1898 will, 
measured by quantity, exceed that of wheat 
in any year in the history of the country 
except 1892, though of course in value or 
point of domestic product exported corn 
falis far below wheat.

“LONG WAR OF THE RACES. 


(REESENT STRUGGLE ONLY AN EPI- 
IN THE CONFLICT. 


Since the Dawn of History Teuton and 


Latin Have Struggled for Suprem- 
acy—United States Will Hereafter 
Be Compelled to Take & More Active 
Interest im the Affairs of the World 
than It Has Ewer Done Before—Must 
‘Hola the Philippines. 


st Louis Globe-Democrat: The present 


- . gonfiict with Spain will furnish no little 


for the historian of the future. Al- 
seen that we are making history 
at a rapid rate, and the date of the beginning 
of the Spanish war is now recognized as that 
of a new era. Whatever else may result 
from the conflict, one thing is certain—that 
the United States will hereafter be compeiled 
to take a more active interest in the affairs 
of the world at large than it has ever done 
before.’ Up to this time we bave rather 
withdrawn from participation in the politics 
of other nations. We have concentrated on 
our own affairs that attention which in 
severa! other countries is bestowed upon in- 
ternational matters. “‘ No entangling alli- 
been our motto, and, while we 
have steadily upheld the right of the United 
Biates to prevent the extension of the Eu- 
ropean sysem on this side the Atlantic, we 
have been consistent, in that we have re- 
frained from meddling with the affairs of 
Europe. In other words, we have minded 
our own business, and intimated to other 
nations that they should do the same. 

It is plainly evident that this policy is now 
@ thing of the past. We shall be compelled, 
by sheer force of circumstances, to take 
a@ wider interest in the world’s affairs than 
we have ever done. The necessity of pro- 
tecting our commerce on the Pacific com- 


pelled us to attack the Philippine {slands,a 


and now they are practically within our 
possession. An equal necessity has obliged 
us to attack Puerto Rico, and we shall be 
forced to hold all that we have acquired in 
both the Atlantic and the Pacific until the 
end of the war, and possibly longer. ‘The 
possession of the Philippines will neces- 
sitate our taking a direct interest in the 
Eastern question, for whatever the destiny 
cf these islands, they will not go back to 
Spain, and if retained by us we shall nat- 
urally feel an interest in our neighbors, and 
will be compelled in self-defense to enter 
the conferences of the European States on 
the future of China and the eastern shores 
of Asia. The time is probably not far dis- 
tant when there will be a seventh representa- 
tive at the council board of powers, when the 
Minister from the United States will take 
part in their deliberations and his voice will 
be as authoritative-as that of any berib- 
boned and gold-braided nobleman who rep- 
resents a European sovereign. 

Leaving out of consideration the particular 
phases of the subject which most concern 
our own country, the war between the 
United States and Spain is only one inci- 
dent in the contest between the Germanic 


- and the Latin races, a contest which has 


been golng on for more than twenty cen- 
turies, a contest in which wars and battle, 
strife for commerce and business, effcrts 
to found and maintain colonies, political 
struggles and entanglements are all but inci- 
dents. Almost from the time authentic his- 
tory began the Teuton and the Latin have 

engaged in a struggle for supremacy, 
too frequently taking the form of war. It 
is a etruggle which was forced upon both by 
their proximity in Europe, a struggle which 
neither shunned, and which, after every 
round, found the Teuton a little stronger, 
the Latin a little weaker. 


Germany a Human Beehive. 


Germany has always been a human bee- 
hive. From the northern center of Europe 
swarms of nations have issued in every di- 
rection to people new quarters of the earth, 
to conquer territory which the weakened 
hands of a degraded civilization could not 
hold; to seek other lands and there plant 
- geeds of future nations. Among the earliest 
records of the Latin race are stories of in- 
-vasions by German hosts, of the terror of 
German arms, for in the army of Brennus 
the majority were Germans, and the tide of 
German invasion rolled on into Greece, and 
even into Asia Minor, for the Galatia to 
whese church Paul wrote one of his most 
stirring epistles was so called because of the 
Gauls, who settled in the province, and even 
to this day remain distinct from the Asiatic 
populations by whom they are surrounded. 

. Even in the time of Julius Cesar there was 
‘@ considerable admixture of the Teutonic 
element among the people of Gaul; indeed, 
a third part of Cesar’s province was inhab- 
ited by men who in all essential particulars 
were Teutons. The passage of the Rhine 
and the invasion of Germany by the great 
commander were the first aggressive steps 
Rome took against the Teutonic hosts of the 
north. Up to that time the republic had 
contented itself with resisting German in- 
vasion. Roman statesmen long before the 
days of Tacitus recognized the “ barbari- 
ans” or “ bearded men ’’ the North asa 
menace to the State, and the treatise of 
Tacitus seems to have been written witha 
view to informing his fellow-citizens of the 
kind of people who lived beyond the Rhine, 
and thus putting the Romans on their guard 
against enemies who might prove exceeding- 
ly formidable. Cesar determined to remove 
the. menace to the State by conquering the 
Ge . His effort was a failure, for he 
never ope in obtaining more than nom- 
inal co 1 of the nations beyond the 
Rhine, and the annihilation of the army of 
Varus, fifty years after, put an end forever 
tb the attempts of the Romans to conquer 
the blond warriors of the German forests. 
‘A century later all thought of making any 
attempt at the conquest of Germany was 
abandoned, and Trajan and Probus built 
long walls, high and strong, with forts as 


frequent intervals, and manned them with 


good men and true to keep out the German 
hosts. Even strong walls are no defense to 
a degenérate State; the Germans took the 

ressive 
mo invasions of Rome were really the 
swarming of the German tribes, become too 
nunierous for their native soil, over into ter- 
ritory the men of which were too weak to 


hold their own. 


Decadence of Rome. 


It is customary among historians, philos- 
ophers, and religiqnists to bewail the down- 
fall of the Roman empire as one of the great 
catastrophes of history, but the fact is over- 
looked that the Roman people had become 
morally and physically vile beyond deecrip- 
tlon: degenerate, weak of body, with cor- 
responding decay of intellect, they couid not 
compare, either in.military strength or so- 
cial virtue, with the sturdy, hardy races of 
the North. The empire fell because it did not 
deserve to live, and in ite stead arose a 
group of nations the men of which were as 
far superior to the Romans as the latter 
had been to the enervated populations of 
Greece, Asia Minor, and Egypt. The Goths, 
thé Visigoths, the Alemanni, the Ostrogoths, 
the Suevi, who established their poiitical 
supremacy in France, in Spain, in Italy, in 
Greece, were Teutonic or of Teutonic origin, 
and thus when the great empire crumbled 
into decay the political ascendancy of the 
Teuton was established from the Mediter- 
ranean to the North Sea. It was still fur- 
ther extended by the invasion of the British 
Isies by the Angles, Saxons, and Jutes, who 
were destined to found two empires which 
seem even yet only in their youth—one, the 

empire of Great Britain; the other, its sister 
country, the empire of the United States. 
The Teutonic conquest of the North was 
permanent; that of the South was tem- 
porary, for in the course of a few genera- 
tions the native populations of Spain, 
France, and Italy reasserted themselves, not 
in a military but in a social way. The in- 
termarriages of the conquerors with the 
people practically reduced the dom!nant race 

to the level of the people it governed, and 
through amalgamation the Teutonic ele- 
ment almost disappeared. 

Its influence, however, was felt in a 
marked degree in the political affairs of 
central end southern Europe, for what is 
known in history as the Holy Roman empire 
was a Teutonic empire, whose head was 
most commonly a Teuton, whose nobles 

were Teutons, and the contests of the em- 
pire with France and Spain, disguise them 
by ‘whatsoever name we please, were really 
contests of the Teutonic element with the 
Latin. Emperor and noble were fighting 
the battle of Teuton versus Latin, often 
upon local issues, often losing sight of the 
_ @ifference in race, generally ignorant of the 
- great issue which towered above the petty 
‘occasions of strife, the war wae incessantly 
waged. Through the maze of medieval his- 
‘ tery, which, without some guiding 


anda what are called the barbari- 


| {is an insolible mystery, may be traced the 


antagonism of the two races, and, though 
frequently lost to the view of the casual 
observer, it is never absent. 


Teuton Strives with Latin. 


Not on the tented field alone, nor only in 
the shock of arms, did Teuton strive with 
Latin, for the inherited aversion, the one for 
the other, made itself apparent even in mat- 
ters of religion and philosophy. The Ger- 
man Reformation is commonly character- 
ized as a religious movement, as the emanci- 
pation of thought from the despotism of 
creed, but in its essence the Reformation 
was simply one phase of the contest between 
Teuton and Latin. Strife among men of 
peace 1s or may be just as decided as among 
men of arms; indeed, it is possible that it 
may be even more bitter, for a hatred that 
has vent only in words finds words inade- 
quate fur its expression. The Reformation 
was the revolt of Teuton against Latin su- 
premucy in the realm of religion, a revolt 
es decided as;,that of the German States 
against the political control of a Latin Eni- 
peror. Indeed, even in its earlier stages the 
Reformation soon began to assume a politi- 
val aspect; in its later course was as much 
of a political as religious movement. 

The thirty years’ war was a legitimate 
outcome of the century cf controversy which 
preceded, and, like the war of words, was a 
strife between Teuton and Latin. At its be- 
ginning, the Protestant States of the North 
were solidly arrayed against the Latin ele- 
ment in the empire; before it ended, Protest- 
ant and Catholic States were fighting on 
each side; the religious phase had been al- 
most entirely lost to view. The Reforma- 
tion, as it is called, or great rebellion ot Ger- 
many, though against the domination of the 
South, indirectly resulted in a great revival 
of Latin’ strength. Protestant histomans 
generaily lose sight of the fact thar the 
Reformation in Germany was the direct 
cause of a reformation in the church; that 
corrupt pontiffs like Alexander VI. were suc- 
ceeded by ascetics like Adrian, and the pow- 
erful order which owed its existence to its 
promise tu devote all its efforts to forward- 
ing the Interests of the papacy, sprany into 
the arena fully grown and ready for battie. 
The contest between the Teuton and Latin 


mwas not confined to Germany, nor to the dis- 


tricts almost depopulated by the thirty 
years’ war, for Spain, then in the ascendant 
in the affairs of Europe, having apparently 
overwhelmed resistance on the continent, 
undertook the subjugation of England, and 
the pet object of Charles V., and after him of 
Philip II., was to bring the insular kingdom 
not only back to the control of the church 
but also of the secular arm of the empire. 
The enormous increase in the wealth of 
Spain by the discovery of America led 
Charles and his degenerate son to imagine 
that England could be conquered as easily as 
they had overrun the duchies of Germany, 
put the destruction of the armada and the 
aimost total ruin of the Spanish naval power 
put a check, not only to the growth of Latin 
influence in Europe but to the spread of the 
Latin race in America, while the revolt of 
the Netherlands and the successful resist- 
ance of the Lowlanders to the Spanish arms 
among the flats of Holland still further re- 
stricted the Spanish powers. The separa- 
tion of the Germanic States from Spaih ard 
the war of the Spanish succession dia their 
share to reduce the political influence of the 
French and Spanish, and correspondingly to 
promote the advancement of the Teuton in 
international affairs, so that by the middle 
of the last century the Teutonic races had 
not only effectually checked Latin aggres- 
sion in Europe but had also limited its 


growth in America. 
One Revival by France. 


The French revolution was not only an 
outburst of popular fury against a system, 
but was also the greatest revival of the 
Latin race that ever occurred in its history. 
The wars of Napoleon were wars of the Latin 
race against the Teuton, the latter being led 
by England... For a time France, Spain, 
Italy, and Portugal were united against the 
Teutonic racés, and had they remained so 
the contest might have. been much longer 
protracted. But the personal tyranny of the 
Emperior alienated both Spain and Italy, 
the Latin ranks fell into disorder, and the 
grand revival proved a failurue. At the 
close of the Napoleonic wars the Latins were 
prostrate. Italy, divided among a horde of 
princelings, was powerless, Spain was in an- 
archy, and to such an extent had the best 
blood of Ftance been wasted in war that 
when the government began the reorganiza- 
tion of the army it was found necessary to 
reduce the standard of height to five feet in 
order to obtain sufficient men to fill the 
ranks. 

Since the downfall of the greatest military 
genius the Latin ever produced the decline 
of the race has been steady. During the 
second empire France made several efforts 
to begin anew a career of conquest, but the 
failure in Mexico destroyed all hope of found- 
ing an empire on this side of the Atlantic, 
and. although the Algerian experiment has 
been continued to the present, even now 
there does not seem reason to believe ir Its 
permanence. The efforts of the French to 
establish a foothold in eastern Asia are not 
to be regarded as attempts at colonization; 
they are simply conquests. The French are 
not colonists; they do not establish home in 
foreign lands, but regard their stay abroad 
as an exile, and look forward to their return 
to La Belle Paris. A more decided indica- 
tion of the Latin decline is observable in the 
years of this century. The secession of the 
Spanish colonies in-America was directly due 
to the prevalence and spread of Anglo-Saxon 
influencé and ideas; the triumph of the in- 
surgents in every American province was a 
victory for the Anglo-Saxon race; the bat- 
tle of. Chacabuee was as much a triumph of 
Teuton over Latin as the surrender of the 
Emperor Louis Napoleon at Sedan. 

There are not lacking, however, other evi- 
dences of decay among the Latin races 
besides their failure in war. The failure of 
France in three distinct attempts to build up 
a system. of colonies, the inability of Spain 
to retain territory when acquired, the recent 
disgrace of Italy in the effort to conquer 
Abyssinia, are all significant. Other evi- 
‘dences point in the same direction. The sta- 
‘tionary population in France is a portent of 
mighty significance. Wergfit not for the 
constant immigration of Gérmans, Italians, 
Swiss, and Belgians into the country, stat- 
istics would show a marked decline in pop- 
ulation. The people of Italy live ina state 
of degradation and misery unequaled in 
other civilized countries. Crimeis rampant. 
«There aré more homicides, in proportion to 
the population, in Italy, than in any country 
in the world. Even the strong arm of a 
central government is not sufficient to re- 
press the disorders which are constantly ap- 
pearing in various parts of the peninsula. 
In Spain there is an ignorance which to the 
student of sociology is appalling. Almost 
three-fourths of the entire population, city 
and country, are unable to read or write, 
while Portugal is in a condition quite as de- 
plorable as that of Spain. 

Among tlie debased populations of all three 
the seeds of anarchy, sedition, and revolu- 
tion fall into soil well adapted to their 
growth, and that France js not much better 
in this respect is shown by the horrors of 
the commune only twenty-seven years ago. 
The progress of the Teutonic races, and 
especially the Anglo-Saxon, the greatest 
representative of the family, is an iNustra- 
tion of the general law of the survival of the 
fittest, a law which governs the growth of 
nations as surely as the development of the 
humblest animal. |

Chicago, June 9.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—I have read in the columns of your 
paper repeatedly about the wants and dis- 
comforts our soldier boys have had to cn- 
dure, not only while they were at Spring- 
field but at present in the South. It has 
caused me to wonder what has become of 
our philanthropists who are ever so ready 
to sign a check for thousands and millions 
to be used for educational and other pur- 
poses. Why have they not responded to this 
call from the soldiers, not to provide them 
with luxuries, for that is something vun- 
known in war time, but with money to buy 
medicines, ice, and delicacies for those who 
are ill, Nght clothing to suit that climate, 
and shoes and cots for those who are well 
if we wish to keep them well? There are no 
doubt plenty of patriotic citizens with mod- 
erate means who would be wiling to assist 
in making clothing to be sent there, but this 
would take time. What they need is imme- 
diate relief, and this can only be given by 
those who would not miss a gift of money 
from their wealth. Probably they have re- 
frained from assisting them because it is 
the government's duty to provide for the 
welfare of the soldiers. But just because the 
government is slow and unable to meet the 
great demand at once is no reason our brave 
boys, who have given up all home comforts 
to fight for their country, should be neglected 
and obliged to undergo great hardships be- 
fore they are in actual service. 

A SOLDIER’s WIFE. 


Reluctance to Join Regulars. 

Pullman, June 2.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—Your editorial article of this date 
entitled ‘*‘ Reluctance to Join Regulars” 
calls attention to the serious, unpatriotic 
mistake made by some, even many, officers 
of our regular army. 

First, a general readiness to shield from 
just retribution any wrong-donig by mem- 
bers of the service, as illustrated in the 
Camp Sheridan incident, wherein a soldier 
was so cruelly and unnecessarily dragged 
with a rope. Officers of that stamp shculd 
be disgraced. It is reasonable to asume that 
that single incident now, in the hour of need, 
deprives the regular army of thousands of 
good recruits, 

Second, the caste feeling held and nursed 
by many officers renders the possessor un- 
worthy of his uniform. In illustration re- 
call the recent case of the Lieutenant ostra- 
cised for marrying the daughter of an en- 
listed man, an estimable woman, the daugh- 
ter of a highly worthy man. This incident 
also, which so outrages any man inspired by 
democratic patriotism, has a potent effect, 
influencing men against enlistment in the 
regular army. 

Touching these matters the truth should 
be plainly spoken and officers of the regular 
army be taught ono pregnant fact—to-wit: 
That officers are useless with soldiers, 
and the more self-respecting the soldiers 
may be the greater the chance of their offi- 
cers to win reputation and glory. 


Grand Jury. 


Chicago, June 3.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]~Having just served a term as grand 
juror, I desire to commend thé law under 
which we were drawn. While Superin- 
tendent of Public Service for Cook County 
I was acquainted with the manner of draw- 
ing grand jurors under the old law, and I 
never witnessed such drawing that I did not 
feel the County Commissioners, with few 
exceptions, were paying political debts or 
taking care of impecunious constituents re- 
gardiess of the duties to be performed or the 
fitness of the juror. Our May panel was 
composed of old and young men, employés 
and employers, rich and poor, cosmopolitan 
in its nationality—hardly one but who 
would rather have escaped such service than 
have sought it, and who sat patiently 
through the hours and did it conscientiously, 
listening to the evidence and then voting 
their convictions, The phases of humanity 
developed during our service were a revela- 
tion to us, and while the impressions left in 
our minds will always be a sad and mournful 
picture, our consolation will be that we did 
our duty. 

The new jury law isa twin reform with the 
election law, and if any comparison as to 
their relative merits is had, after my experi- 
ence on the grand jury I would say the jury 
law is of equal importance. Only a man 
with treason to good laws in his heart will 
attack itso long as itis administered as it now 
is. The greatest menace to its perfect ad- 
ministration, in my mind, ts with the Judges, 
in excusing what are known as rich men, 
prominent merchants, and influential citi- 
zens, who plead press of business or some 
other flimsy excuse. One of our grand jurors 
who was drawn but did not serve did, dur- 
ing our term, have his employés before us 
prosecuting shoplifting, as did almost every 
other large retailer in Chicago. What moral 
or legal right have such men to escape duty 
and impose it upon their neighbors, who are, 
in many instances, their equals in every re- 
spect save possibly wealth alone? 

I came 500 miles and left a service that 
was paying me more per day than I got for 
my whole term as grand juror, to serve on 
this jury, and then to have to sit in judgment 
stole the property of the 

rsers was the most unpleasant part 
experience. 

These so-called rich men, prominent mer- 


time for vacations, fishing, hunting. a 
other sports, but no time for duty to cele 
fellow-citizens as grand jurors. When #.1ch 
-persons apply to the court for relief, should 
the Judge ask them what their services to 
their business were worth and if the law 
was such that they could be made to forfeit 
half the amount to the State for the relief 
asked for, not one in a thousand would shirk 
duty at such a cost: If the Judges will do 
their duty by not excusing any one until the 
full panel is secured there never will be 
heard a complaint, such as was made of our 
panel and others, as to shortage of jurors. 
Every true and loyal citizen ought to feel it 
a duty to sérve if in health, as there is al- 
‘Ways time enough for the pressing business 
duties before or after jury hours.
